The Red Cross Team of DeMolay Commandery and the Malta Team of Hugh de 
Payens put on the Orders of Red Cross and Malta in full form before a 
class of forty-eight candidates including four from New Hampshire, 


All in all there were about three hundred served at the dinner put on 
by the Eastern Star, Two sittings were necessitated and even then 
some were obliged to go outside for dinner. The asylum was filled to 
more thanits capacity. It was estimated that between three hundred 
fifty and four hundred were present, All were obviously so impressed 
with the beautiful rendition of both Orders that not a single person 
left during the performances. 


Haverhill Commandery has not had such a large gathering for a great 
many years, and unquestionably this evening not only did Haverhill 
Commandery a great deal of good, but it also advanced the cause of 
Templary in general as well. Our thanks and appreciation are due not 
only to E, Sir Raymond S, Seaver of Haverhill Commandery, E,.
